Washington, Oot. 16th—The strike is seitlod. Beorolary Root announced at oi e 
o’clock that a common ground of agreement had been reaohud. The President has 
named a commission of six persons as an arbitratioo oommi<rsion. 

President Mitchell has called a meeting of the Executive Committee, and the 
strike will be called off and mining resumed in two or three days. Home of the mein, 
bers of the commission were named by Messrs. Sargent and Mitchell at their confer- 
enoc with the President to-day and in later meetings to-night, at which Mr. Sargent 
cfBoially represented the miners’ union leader. 

The strike commenced on May 12. and on May 15 a convention of delegates from 
local unions voted to oontinne it. It has thus lasted five months and three days. The 
number of men out was 147,000. The estimate of the total cost, including losses to 
operators, strikers, railways and merchants in the district, is $1.30.000,000, of which 
$28,000,000 ie the men’s wages. The number of fatalities is about 20, and the number 
of troops called out 10,000. The offer of arbitration by the operators provided for Dye 
arbitrators, the settlement agreed on provides for six.

Washington, Oct. 16th—The strike is seltled. Seorolary Root announced at or e 
o’clock that a common gronnd of agreement had been reaohud. The President has 
named a oommission of six persons as an arbitratiou commission. 

President Mitchell has called a meeting of the Executive Committee, and the 
strike will be called off and mining resumed in two or three days. Some of the mem. 
bers of the commission were named by Messrs. Sargent and Mitchell at their confer, 
enoe with the President to-day and in later meetings to-night, at which Mr. Sargent 
oifioially represented the miners' union leader. 

The strike commenced on May 12, and on .May 15 a convention of delegates from 
local unions voted to continne it. It has thus lasted five months and three days. The 
number of men out was 147,000. The estimate of the total cost, including losses to 
operators, strikers, railways and merchants in the district, is 8130.000,009, of which 
$28,000,000 is tbe men’s wages. The number of fatalities is about 20, and (he number 
of troops oalled out 10,000. The offer of arbitration by the operators provided for live 
arbitrators, tbe settlement agreed ou provides for six.

Perhaps 
that near relative was a father. a 
mother, an uncle, an aunt, a broth¬ 
er, a sister, a wife,^ a husband or a 
child, .Alas, many'of us can say wo 
have not only had one, but many of 
our relatives and friends who have 
gone down into drunkards' graves 
after they have lived the hopeless 
and humanly helpless, degraded 
earthly existence of the drunkard. 
Even as I am preparing this sermon 
news is published that a mun who 
has filled high places in the service 
of his country, who bore a name 
honored in our history, has lost his 
life in a brawl in which ho would 
never have l.oen involved if ho had 
not indulged in intoxicating drink. 

Solomon cornpnied the sin of in- 
to.xication to the w'rlthings and 
twi.sfing.s of a 8cri)cnt and to the 
stinging of an adder because at that 
time poi.sonous serpents were everv- 
whero.

you bad a loved one who was con¬ 
templating the commission of a hein¬ 
ous crime what would you do? I^hy, 
you would go to that friend and say: 

"Brother, if you do this you will 
have to pass many yean in Jail. If 
you allow your angry passions to 
rise and commit murder, you will 
have to sit in tho electric chair or 
stand under the hangman's noose. 
That is tho law which has been car¬ 
ried out in many instances in the 
past and will bo carried out in 
many instances in the future?"

I am free to confess that all thc.se 
I human age cics failed except when 
tho.se vi' tiins of strong drink have 
! thrown themselves into the arms of 
God and clung to Jesus Christ as 
I their only Savior. Divine re-in- 
I forcemeuT. can sava you if you will 
live so close to Christ that Christ 
can and will live close to yoti. Di¬ 
vine rc-inforceinent alone can save 
the drunkard who is heading ’ to¬ 
ward a drunkard’s grave. 

'I'his firomi.se being true, that 
Jesus Christ alone is Use only sure 
antidote for the suicidai thirst of 
strong drink, the next step in our 
Icinperaiico reformation should be 
to i>pen all the churches in our 
Christ lau land for great tciiif»cranee 
meetings. Every minister of the 
gospel should preach and continue 
to proacli the gospel of tcetotali.sni.

Serpent DieproTed n Popular 
Belief. 

Zoologieta have generally exhibit¬ 
ed a lively acorn at the stories of 
living froga or toads imbedded in 
rook which find a place in "the col¬ 
umns of the local press." 

The workman's pick splits open 
the cavity ; the toad’s eyes shine 
with unusual brilliancy; it finds it 
difficult to perform tho process of 
respiration ; makes a barking noise; 
its mouth is completely closed ; it 
is of a pale color, but sliortly after 
grows darker until it is of a ffiio 

ollv^ brown ; Mr.-, the well 

known local geologist, gives it as 
his opinion that tho animal is at 
loast 6,000 years old ; and so on. 

O/ie also hoars famous talcs of 
fasting serpents, but it is not often 
that the roptlle enjoys the advant¬ 
ages po.'jscsscd by a groat Japanese 
Python rotlculatus which has just 
paid its debt to nature in the Mu¬ 
seum of Natural His/tory at Paris. 
It arrived at the muecum in the full¬ 
est health and strength Nov. 17, 
1899. It was about eight feet long, 
of brilliant coloring, enormous dia¬ 
meter, nnd of singularly uggres.sivo 
dispo^tion. Its keepers sooti found 
that it was a teetotaler of the most 
bigoted character. Gecsj, ducks, 
sheep, hc?n.s—every imaginable dainty 
was offered, but in vain. It would 
occasionally take a bath, and for a 
chinge would lovingly envelop a 
victim in its enormous coils, but 
not a morsel would touch its lips. 
This- state of affairs gave ri^o- to 
groat concern, especially as tho bril¬ 
liant coloring began to wane nnd 
its fine proportions to decrease. At 
the beginning of tlie present year it 
was of a dull gray color, and was 
a mere bag of akin and bones. Its 
aggrassivc habits disappeorod, it 
became apathetic and inoITensive, 
and remained motionless in tho cor¬ 
ner of 'Its cage. Its weight dropped 
to two-thirds ^of its original twelve 
stone : nnd, to cut tho story short, 
it passed away April 20, 1002, after 
a voluntary faft of two years, five 
months and throo days. 

This i.s not tho first experience of 
the kind that the olllclals at tho 
mn.soum have had under their no¬ 
tice, Fa'sts of twonty-six months 
and twenty-eight montlns have not 
been nnconimion. But the palm—if it 
bo a palm—is carried away from all 
competitors by the Pclophih^s ma- 
(lagnscarirnsis, two .specimens of 
which died of starvation after pe¬ 
riods of throe years and forty-nine 
months, respectively.

If 
corn crop is for the silo, tho pi 
ing Is usually so thick and 
growth so luxuriant that no o 
crop has a chance to grow with 
corn, as cowpeas or crimson cl 
as ordinarily planted for curing 
rye follows the tiisilago corn anc 
plowed down tho following spr 
nn immense amount of vegot 
matter will bo added to the ;

PATTENINO PIGS. 

In order to get the best and quick¬ 
est returns from hogs, begin fatten¬ 
ing the pigs as soon os they are 
born, says Mr. O. W. Hnrd. I rais¬ 
ed pure-blooded Poland-Chinas of 
medium size, and never attempted to 
keep more than I could handle well. 
My brood tows were kept in a 
thrifty condition. They were not 
fat, but are far from being poor. I 
fed a little whole corn and a slop 
made of rye meal and milk. 

When the pigs begin to try to eat 
(and they will do this when only a 
few days old), I fix a place where 
they could go and eat by them¬ 
selves. I first give them skimmilk 
and then gradually added rye meal 
increasing the amount as the pig 
grows. Ah soon as they aro largo 
enough to cat It, I add a little corn 
but I find that I can make the 
most rapid growth with ryo meal if 
1 have plenty of milk to go with it. 
If tho meal is fed alone, it is in my 
opiiBon too concentrated. I raise 
two litters of pigs each year. They 
generally average from lITf) to 
800 pounds at seven months old. 

KEEP BUILDINGS PAINTED. 

The importance of keeping farm 
buildings well painted is apparently 
not appreciated as it should be. In 
travelling about the country great 
carclcssne.ss in this respect is no¬ 
ticeable on every hand. Neat look¬ 
ing housc.s, barns and other build¬ 
ings denote thrift and good man¬ 
agement, while dilapidated, weather¬ 
worn structures give the place an 
air of neglect or poverty, according 
to the d(^iec of dcctiy. If a farmer 
cares nothing for looks, ho should 
keep hi» buildings well painted, be- 
causo it i.s good business to do so. 
Good paint, in convenient form for 
u.se, is now put up and eoltl at 
reasonable prices. An.v one with 
sulHcient energy to rub tho paint 
well into tho weather check#? and in¬ 
terest enough in his work to keep 
tho paint thin, can do a good job 
of painting. A thoroughly good 
brush is necessary ; this is a suuo 
case of the bes:t being the cheapest, 
us it will not only enable a man to 
do more and better work, but a 
good brush will lost longer than a 
cheap one. Tho fall is the best time 
to do outside painting, as it then 
has all winter in which to harden 
slowly—whereas, paint put on in 
.spring or summer is sometimes in¬ 
jured with the hot sun while it is 
fresh and soft.

Bic Life in the British Army- 
Account of the Battle of 
Abu Klea. 

After braving the perils of strenu¬ 
ous warfare in Africa, in a campalgfn 
which killed off about ono-thlrd of 
tho army to which ho belonged, Wil¬ 
liam Craig, tall, stalwart, and sol¬ 
dierly, mot his death in an ordinary 
trolley crash^,. wliich also/ came near 
ending tho life of the President of 
the United States. Tho late secret 
service man and presidential body¬ 
guard, whose remains were lately 
buried from his former home, had' 
an Interesting military record. Mr. 
Craig, who was a native of Glasgow 
served ten years In the Royal 
Horse Guards Blues, the crack Eng¬ 
lish cavalry regiment, whoso hel¬ 
mets, cuirasses, and high boots make 
a picturesque military feature of 
London life. As such ho took part 
in 1885, in tho determined but abor¬ 
tive expedition to relieve the BriTish 
force under Gen. “Chinese" Gordon, 
lxj.sieged in Khartoum by tho forces 
of the Mahdl. Some time ago Mr. 
Craig gave to a newspai>er man the 
following account of his experiences 
cn that expedition : 

“In tho movement that was start¬ 
ed for tho relief of Gordon forty- 
eight were taken from every cavalry 
regiment in the Briti.?h army to 
help make up tho relieving force, 
and I happened to bo. included in the 
quota from tho Blues. Wo sailed 
from Portsmouth to Alexandria. At 
Assouan a camel corps was formed 
and we started to cover tho 600 
milc.s that lay b.v tho dosert route 
between us and Khartoum. With us 
wo had tho Scotch Fusiliers and the 
Grenadier Guards and some nati'O 
troops, making our entire force 
ABOUT 1,400 STRONG. 

"After long and weary inarching 
through the desert wo at length 
lighted tho enemy. It was at tho 
approach of night that wo first saw 
their cavalry on tho hills. Wo form¬ 
ed a zereba—that is, an Inclcsuro of 
waggons, camels, anything at all to 
furnish a shelter or breastwork. All 
night they kept shooting at i:s from 
the hills on either side, but they 
did little damage. Next morning, 
Feb. 14, 1885, wo set out again. 
For p»art of the way our route lay 
through a raNinc, wheio they har- 
as.scd U3 from ambush. Every time 
a bullet dropped a man in our ranks 
wo had to halt, to pick him up, and 
for two liours wo didn’t fire a shot, 
so well were they concealed. It was 
a trying time. 

“At length wo approached the 
wells of Abu Klea, and now tho 
enemy came bodily forth to head us 
off, determined that if wo wanted 
water we should have to fight for 
it. Wc now had a good view of 
them. They are all tall men, tho 
Soudanese. They wore loose or 
floxving white garments, sown with 
colored puUhe.s that proclaimed 
them soldiers of the Mahdl, and they 
wore armed with spears and largo 
two handed swords, also firearms, 
including uoino nflo.s. For safety’s 
sake wo advanced slowly in a hollow 
.Hcjuare. four dtop, a ociuare of gray 
unlforins, dotted with oflicai’S in red. 
Col. Burnaby had charge of two 
.•-it'es of the s<iuarc. In the centre 
were the cnrncls u.iul baggage. Tho 
camels wore hard to manage. As we 
were moving along they suddenly

Only thus 
can tho reproach of sin and of this 
evil world bo taken from us (v, 9). 

In v, 12, wo road that tho manna 
ceased not until they had eaten the 
corn of tho land, and tho Lord 
changes not, yet some cannot trust 
Him for their daily bread. In v, 
18-15, wo see tho real Captain tak¬ 
ing command and Joshua submissive¬ 
ly taking his right place Instructed by 
the unshod foot that tho whole af¬ 
fair was the Lord's and not his. 
Compare I^x. iii, 6, and contrast 
Josh. 1, 8. Now, in chapter vl wo 
have tho victory at Jericho by tho 
same mighty hand that divided tho j 
Red sea and tho Jordan, and it was 
manifest to all that tho Lord was 
with Joshua (vi, 27). 

1-5. And tho Lord said unto Jos¬ 
hua, See, I have given into thine 
hand Jericho. 

Thus Ho assured him, and then in¬ 
structed him just what to do and 
told him what would happen, and, 
however unlikely or improbable it 
sccmeil, faith accepted tho assurance 
and expected tho result.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

The revolt against the 80 >called 
modem methods of teaching' spelling 
is not a new one. Like the rebel¬ 
lions in Honduras it is periodical 
and perennial, aad breaks out afresh 
every fall when the now claseea of 
freslimen are examined for admit¬ 
tance to college and university. 
Whenever a boldHcritic ventures to 
express his disgust and wonder that 
the product of present day .high 
schools knows so little about ortho¬ 
graphy ho is met with a volley of 
talk about "visualization,*' "word 
l^mcthods," and other rapid-fire ap¬ 
paratus, and he hurries to cover and 
tries to forget that 44 per cent, of 
the candidates for admission to one 
university spelled "occurrence with 
one r. 


Most of the present adult genera¬ 
tion learned to spell In the old way 
“-to judge by results it would be 
fair to cull it the good old way. It 
wa 9 ' 'c-a-t-cat-u-cata-l-o-g-u-o-log- 

catulog," and so on through the 
whole list. Few, indeed, of them 
realized as they conned over and 
over their spelling books that they 
were pursuing the "syllabic me¬ 
thod" — which has long been pro- 
noujiced ])y modern tlujorists to bo 
obsolete and unnecessarily tedious. 
They got through the speller with¬ 
out entertaining this hideous sus¬ 
picion, and the most that any of 
them knew when the work was done 
Was how to spell ordinary English 
words correctly. Dut it is not on 
record in those days that out of 
any S.'jO candidates for admission to 
the fresdimen class of a university, 
all of whom had had n high school 
education or its c<iuivalent. more 
then 44 per cent, misspelled in writ¬ 
ing more than twenty common Eng¬ 
lish words out of a total of 200.

Doubtless there are some good 
points abqut "visualization" and 
"the word method," Doubtless they 
are cosier than "the syllable meth¬ 
od" and save "mental drudgery" on 
the part of the pupils. But it should 
be fair, speaking generally, to judge 
any method by its re.sults. And 
while college students arc such no¬ 
toriously poor Kpellers it may ba 
fair, if exceedingly daring, to sug¬ 
gest that In their earlier education 
a little more "mental drudgery" 
iniglit be advantageously sand¬ 
wiched in between the various mod¬ 
ern and scientific labor saving mc*- 
tlaids which, in some directions, arc 
fast making the jjuolic school train¬ 
ing more pleasant and easy than 
profitable.

STRIKE OF FRENCH MINERS.

He favored an 
agreement between all the leading 
naticjiis that no person shall bt" eli¬ 
gible to any public ai)pointinent. af¬ 
ter the e.\i)iralion of twenty years, 
who is unable to speak the language 
selected as the universal medium of 
intercourse. Kverybody agrees tluit 
a great deal would be gained if inc.r- 
ehanls, manufacturers and the learn¬ 
ed of tlie earth slnuild have a com¬ 
mon langmige in which they might 
transact their business and trans¬ 
mit their knowledge. It is agreed 
al.so that the att(;mi)t to invent a 
new language a few years ago was 
ridiculou.s aaid that if wo arc to 
have a common medium it must be 
one of the living languages. 'I'lierc 
seeni.s^ to be no unsurmountablo 6b- 
jecL in the way. 

When the scholars of Furoj'o had 
nn.Mhing to J^uy, centuries ago, th<?y 
spoke or wrote in Latin and were 
understood in every center of learn¬ 
ing throughout the Continent. 'J'hc 
French language is now the com¬ 
mon medium in the diplomatic cor- 
resi)ondencc of Europe; even the rul¬ 
ers of Turkey use French iji their 
foreign communiciitionrs. Other c.x- 
ninples\might be given of tlic lingua 
franca for a whole continent or a 
very large part of it, as Spani.sh in 
America south of our borchus, Ara¬ 
bic in tho whole of North Africa, and 
East Atrica down to the Zambesi, 
Ki-Suabcli for tho entire eastern 
half of tropical Africa and the Fu- 
hih tongue f‘>r more than half of tho 
Soiuhin.

With 
nil due rcsr)ect to the opinion of Sir 
l-’rederick his choice of Italian is 
open to the objection that tin* lan¬ 
guage is too local. Tho universal 
tongue should be one tliat is already 
widely diffused, and English, French 
nml Spanish far surpass Italian in 
that resiM'Ct. It would seem to be 
easiest to make English the com¬ 
mon tongue bccau.'^c no other lan¬ 
guage is 60 rapidly c.xtending.

The preAeot agitation in Jamaica 
for either the federation or the epm- 
mercial vnioa of that oolony with the 
Dominion of Canada is worthy of 
cerious consideration in that country. 
The Jamaica planters desire to find a 
frre market in Canada for their sugar, 
lemons, oranges, banji^as, coffee, 
gitjgrr, spices, legwood, ia, Ao., in 
rernrn for which they would purchase 
frem utf oati*, split peas, soda and 
fancy biscuits, tin and enamelled weisr. 
boots and shoes, organs, furnitnr , 
agricultural implements, ropes and 
cordage, paints, lumber and otl.er 
buildings material, metallic roofing, 
canned goods, live stock, butter, chee^e, 
tallow, bacon, hams, flour and other 
food stuffs and maiiufacture.s. Accord¬ 
ing to the report of the Committee of 
the Royal Jamaica Society of Agri¬ 
culture and Coiflmerce and Merchants’ 
Exchange:—* Th^ natural conditions 
of the respective colonies are all in 
favor of mutual trade. Each country 
is the natural coraplemeni of the 
other in natural products, and it is 
high time that the feeling wh ch has 
so long existed in favor of improved 
trade relations should beir gcod 
results. ’ Tne principal drawback to 
the interchange of commodities is the 
lack of a rapid, up-to-date, fiequent 
and direct st^tamboac service. The 
direct trade between the two countries 
has largely increased since the advent 
of the *‘Canada-Jamaica” line from 8t. 
Job), N. B., hut this new service, 
although decided improvemenr, is 
but a monthly one, carried on in far 
from up-ic-dato steamers, occupying 
from eight to ten days between Sc. 
Johu and Kingston, Jamaica. 

The extension of trade in live stock 
and live stock products is of particular 
interest to me and in this connection X 
beg to submit a letter receivid from 
Mr. W. Simpson MacCormack of 
Kingston, Jamaica, dealing with the 
requirements of tiieir markets in these 
Hues. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Sept. 4th. ’02 
Dear Sir,—Your esieemed favor of 
March 4th. last was duly received, aud 
1 beg to tbauk you for luformation 
contained therein. At thi.s t.me 
butcher’s sheep were too high, and the 
season too bad to import. X am now 
however in communication with 
Messrs. Gordon aud Xronsides of 
Montreal, and hopD to get dow'u a car¬ 
load, coiimcted to Halifax, October 
boat. 

I note your remarks regarding the 
high quality of Canadian bacon, butter 
at d cheese and the desire of your Dept, 
to establish a market in these islands 
for these products. You also expressed 
the hope of hearing from me “from 
time to time, telling what the outlook 
is for the building up of the trade 
between Canada and Jamaica.” 

I would stale that cousidi?rablo 
atieniion is now being directed to the 
superiority of Canadiau products by 
importers hero, but I regret to say 
that Canadian producers appear disin¬ 
clined to bring themselves into line of 
our market conditions a.s to si^e pack- 
ing and promptitude in filling oidors 
and general existing conditions.

1 would mention that the Pickford 
and Black steamer which sails for 
Halifax on the 15th. of each month is 
accommodated with refrigerated cold 
chamber enahling printed butter and 
loll.s to he shipped. I cannot too 
strongly impress upon you the impor- 
tanco of thi.s market to your dairymen, 
and I am prepared to give every 
assistance to appreciably place their 
products, provided as previously 
mentioned, they are iirepared to meet 
the market on local conditions. 

HORSE.S;—You referred to these in 
your letter, Tiwre is however no 
demand for heavy stock; what is 
required is lightly built carriage 
horses of not less than 15. 2. I shall 
he glad to hear from you on this 
subject, and also on tho general .sub¬ 
jects of this letter, Products and 
manufacturers must always he quoted 
f. o. b. I think there should he hardly 
any difficulty in your fin ling soms 
responsible producers to take up the 
macer.

Tart 
fruits are permitted, and peaches and 
strawberries may be eaten with cream, 
but without sugar. Tho sweet fruit.s 
pears, plums, grapes, apples, b.'inanas. 
etc.—are forbidden. Koumiss, coffei* 
with cream, but no sugar, ami cereal 
coffee are the drinks permitted, tea be 
lug excluded and no wines or Ihin irs 
except claret, Rhino or other acid va 
rietles. All vegetables containing sug 
ar or starch are forbidden, which 
leaves caullllower, lettuce, string beans, 
spinach, cucumbers, greens, ysung on¬ 
ions, etc., to be eaten. Olives are m»t 
forbidden. A moderate meat diet Im 
recommended, particularly the fatty 
parts, and all kinds of fish are al 
lowed.

SUMMER TO AUTUMN. 

As pastures ^ begin to fail in the 
fall, there is frcciucntly a marked 
falling olY in the milk yield, which 
is not checked until the cows are 
fully established on dry or winter 
feed, writes Prof. II. K. Van Nor¬ 
man. The loss is twofold, the im¬ 
mediate loss and the itsduced yield 
throughout the remainder of the 
milking period. It is difficult and 
u.suully imi>os«iblc to bring the yield 
up to its former mark when, for 
lack of feed, it has become reduced. 
'J'his emphasizes the importance of 
preventing shrinkage during the 
transiiion fi'om summer to winter 
feed. 

An important factor is the supply 
of roughage at this time. .T>o not 
allow the cows to wander over scant 
I>a.sLure. Very often late corn fod¬ 
der or corn .stover should begin cur¬ 
lier than is the usual practice. Sup¬ 
ply only what the cows will cat up 
clean. 

Where the »ilo is u.scd and green 
corn has been fed to supplement the 
scanty siumner pasture up to silo 
lilJing time, the use of silage may 
b<‘gin at once. Jn this incthcHl there 
is no loss by spoiling, 'if there is 
more corn than the .silo will hold, 
the use of the fodder is to bC' rccoin- 
inen<lcd, re.scrving the niluge until 
tho corn fo<kler is gone. Under 
ooine circiimstance.s rye may be used 
for i)asture during this jicriml. Care' 
mu.‘-t be exercised not to feed so 
much tliat the milk will be tainted. 1

FAIJh CARE or MEADOWS. 

Tlicre are two ways of making use 
of the rowen crop: hairvest and dry 
it, or to allow the cattle to feed it 
off. If a fairly heavy growth has 
developed, curing it for hay is , no 
doubt tho better plan. It often 
happens, however, that the crop is 
rather light and there is doubt as 
to the economy of making it into 
Iiay. The common,,plan then is to 
feed the meadows during September 
by allowing the herd free run over 
them. ^At this time the feed is 
sweet and succulent, but if care is 
not taken the meadows will soon be 
very closely fed, ^ 

If the fall season happens to be a 
dry one, tho grass makes little new 
growth and the winter coum,^ on 
with the meadows bare and tlie 
roots badly exposed. Close feeding 
.should always be avoided, although 
some feeding ofT is better than leav¬ 
ing a heavy growth through the win¬ 
ter. A thick, growth left on the 
ground often interferes with mow¬ 
ing and raking the following sea¬ 
son. Where clo.se feeding ha.s been 
allowed, the be.9t plan is to top- 
dre.ss with stable manure in Octo¬ 
ber, 

Fall top-diessing of meadows is 
bettor Ulan manuring in the spring, 
for the manure will protect the roots 
during the t^’iiitcr, and the rains and 
.snow.s will make it fine and work it 
into the .soil. If the manure u.scd 
is coar.sc, part should be raked ofT 
with a hoisorukc the following 
spring and u.scd whcj*o it can be 
plowed under. 



THEFS ON THE FARM. 

It will be found advantageous to 
keej) as niudi woodluiul as possible 
( n the farm. 'JVecs shelter the mo.s- 
w.s, which hclj) their roots retain 
the waters of molting snow.s and 
heavy rains and give it out again in 
springs.

above dangers lessened.

PICKLrES. 

Small Cucumber Pickles.—Wash 
and wipe carefully 11:00 small cu¬ 
cumbers and place them in a crock. 
Put sufficient water In a iioi’cclain 
lined kettle to cover’ tho cucumbers. 
When the water is boiling hot stir 
in enough sajt to make a brine that 
will bear an egg. Pour this boil¬ 
ing brine over the cucumbers. Let 
them .stand 24 hours, then toko them 
out, wipe each one ^carefully with¬ 
out bruising and place them in 
clean jars. Put sufficient vinegar in 
a porcelain kettlo to cover them, 
add one onion sliced, 12 whole 
cloves, one ounce mustard seed, 
throe blades of mace. Let these 
come to boiling point, pour ovcr*tlic 
pickles, add two tablespNoonfuls of 
chopped horserndisli; stand awido to 
cool. They will be ready to use in 
a few’ days and will keep all win¬ 
ter. “lo make assurance doubly 
sure," it is best to seal them im¬ 
mediately after adding tho chopped 
hor.serudish, and while they are hot. 

Sweet Cucumber Pickles. — Tlic 
above recipe, or any other good re¬ 
cipe for pickled cucumbers may be 
u^x;d, only adding sugar to the 
scalding vinegar, about a teacupful 
for the foregoing rule. 

Sweet Picklod CVeumbers.—Pare 
and cut in thick slices good sized 
cucumbers. W'oigh. and to every 7 
pounds allow four pounds of sugar, 
one iMiit of cider vinegar, 12 wliolo 
cloves, <iuarter of an ounce of stick 
cijiimmoii, and two blades of macc. 
Tut tlie sugar, vinegar and spices on 
to bt.il ill a porcelain Vc.vsel; add 
the cucumbers to tills, stand them 
over a very moderate fire, turning 
them carefully until each piece seems 
thcroughl.v cookotl, but not soft. 
Stand as-idc until morning; next 
day bring them again to the boil¬ 
ing. aiHl Dtapd aside to cool. Then 
lift the cuciunbers carefully and place 
them ill jars. Boil the Ihiuor down 
until the quantity is just sufficient 
to cover them. Pour this over 
liot, fu.slcn to the jars and yland in 
a cool dry place to keep.

King Edward may preside at the 
great Durbar at Delhi in person in 
January next, and at any moment 
an announcement may be made to 
the oll'cct that he has decided to go 
to India this winter for the purpose, 
writes a London correspondent. 

Now that ho has recovered his 
health sufl^ently to be able to un¬

INDIA HP'JLD DY SIONTIMENT. 

The Crown holds India far more 
by sentiment than by force of arms. 
Of the attachment of its 300,000,- 
000 of i>eople to Queen Victoria 
tlicre can be no manner of doubt. 
It is o.pially strong in tl.o case of 
her successor, Edward VII., whom 
his Indian siibjcjcts learned to know 
whm ho vi.sited Hindustan twenty- 
seven year .4 ago. 

This feeling of attachment to the 
of the sovcieign is, indeed, 
one of tljc principal links that bind 
India to Creat Britain. It is all 
important that this link .vhould not 
only remain unimpaired but likewise

him lOmperor of India.

'Harry De Windt Writes of thq 
Progress of the Yukon 
^ Capital. 

The natural charjiis of Dawson 
City have hitherto boon sadly ne¬ 
glected by writers on the Klondike, 
and yet it is (in summer) one of 
the prettiest places imaginable, 
writes Harry Do Wfndt in the Lon¬ 
don Express. Viewixl from a dis¬ 
tance on a still July day, thc.cloar, 
bright looking town and garden- 
girt villas dotting the green hi 11 a* 
around aro less suggestive of the^ 
bleak Arctic than of Italy or Sunny 
Spain. Stroll down the principal 
street at midday, and you will see a 
well-dressed but cosmopolitan crowd 
of both sexes, some driving and 
'cycling, others inspecting the shops 
or seated at flower-bedecked tables 
in the fashionable Fi’cnch "Res¬ 
taurant du Louvre," with its white- 
aproned "garcons" and central 
sno\^ altar of silver, fruit, anil 
hors d'oeuvres all complete. 

Everything has a Contincntnl 
look, fix)in the glittering jewelers' 
shops to the flower and fruit stalls,: 
where you may buy ro.ses and straw¬ 
berries (Klondike-grown) for a dol¬ 
lar apiece, you can get almost any¬ 
thing now in Dawson City, by pay¬ 
ing for it on a scale regulated by 
the local daily newspaper, which is 
sold for twenty-Ave centsr—and some¬ 
times more. The prices hero dwarfA 
tho.so of Nome City. Even in the^ 
cheap eating houses, where sausages 
steam in the window, the most mod¬ 
est meal runs away with a live-dol- 
iur note. 

STRICT RULICS. 

Dawson City lacks the so-called 
gaycty of Nome, for the authorities 
have placed a heavy heel upon gam¬ 
bling saloons, dancing halls*, and 
similar establishments. 

On the other hand, Daw.son City 
is plcasanjt enough to live in dur¬ 
ing the summer months. Oddly en¬ 
ough, there are now no mosquitoes 
in the town, although they were al¬ 
most unbearable there three years 
ago. The heat i.s intense in July 
and August, but the nights aro al¬ 
ways cool. The most serious trou¬ 
ble at present i.s the increasing num¬ 
ber of nits which swarm in almost 
every building, much to the general 
discomfort. These pests arc not in¬ 
digenous to Alaska; but were 
brought to St. Michael's, on Rchring 
Sea, by an old and condemned 
stonmor, which was patched up dur¬ 
ing the goid rush, from San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

A river boat lying along.sidc her 
was boarded by tlie vermin, which 
were thus brought up to Dawson, 
and formed the nucleus of a now 
(Uiormous and fiouri.shing colony. 
During the (iiiict twilight nights, the 
streets were alive with them, but no 
one seometl to liavc liit upon a plan 
for their extermination. A fortune 
there awaits a smart London rat¬ 
catcher. 

A coach runs daily out to llic dig¬ 
gings about fifteen miles away, but 
the once famous Bonanza and Eldor¬ 
ado creeks arc now scarcely wortJi 
a visit. The good old days aro 
over when fortunes were made in a 
week and .s-aloon-keepers made a 
comfortable income by sweeping up 
spilt gold du.st every morning.

He has stories to teU 
of his days in the navy before he 
left the sea and all its dangers and 
excitements to gaze over its broad 
expanse from the perched-up signal 
station, and he has much informa¬ 
tion to impart regarding tho vessels 
which pass to and fro across the 
vision of his gloss. Tl\o man at 
the ^telescope is never happier than 
when he is busily engaged in run¬ 
ning up his answering signals to tho 
messago.s of the ships at sea. Ho 
keeps a .smart lookout, little oscapo.'i 
hi.s glance, and every message m^ans 
a shilling or so to the corporation 
whoso servant ho is. So keen is his 
siglit that the signal flags on tho 
merchantmen catch his unaided eyo 
when the ordinary onlooker sees 
nothing but a dark hull away in tho 
I haze over the waters, and with tho 
! glass he will toll you tho color of 
i the skipper's dog, says the London 
(Jlobe.

ALL TEieS m POSSIBII 


Beauty Spot in England That la 
Fast Disappearing.^ 

One of the loveliest epots in Eng- 
landr—the Silent Pool of Aibury— 
seems in danger of disappearing. It 
is believed that the deepening of the 
wells in the neighborhood of the 
Duke of Northumberland’s estate, 
where the celebrated pool is situat¬ 
ed, is the cause of the shrinkage of 
the water that has recently been no¬ 
ticed, says the London Mail. 

It is a deep, perfectly clear chalk 
pool. In its cool waters swim a 
number of lazy trout, quite tame, 
for the pool is never disturbed by 
angler.s, and the fisli are fed by the 
thousands of visitors that make pil¬ 
grimage to this spot every year. 

In his memoirs of his father, the 
present Loi’d Tennyson snys: "I 
have often heard him describe this 
pool, the splendor and ripply play 
jof light oil the streiun as it giushcs 
from the chalk over the green .sand 
bottom, the mackend colorn which 
flit about in the sunshine, and the 
network of the current on the sur¬ 
face of the pool, like crystal smoke." 

The romantic legend of the pool 
takes one back to the days of Illch- 
ard the first. The story goes that 
within a mile of the pool there liv- 
*^d in a little osierwatUed hut, Hal, 
the woodman, whose Ircautiful 
daughter, Emma, wa.s in the habit 
of stealing away, particularly in the 
summer, to bathe in the silent pool 
then hidden deep in the forest. , One 
/lay. while swinging lazily from the 
boughs by the side of the pond, half 
in the water and half out, and twin¬ 
ing her tresses with the water lilies.

DE±AMS THAT MAY COME 
TEUE TO-MOEEOW. 

May Be a New Time-Keeper Some 
Day— Hard to Get a 
Perfect Lens. 

A clock has never yet been made 
which would keep perfect time. By 
means of most carefully adjusted 
pendulums, which automatically 
counter'act the expansive and con¬ 
tractive eflocts of heat and cold, a 
timepiece has been constructed with 
a maximum variation of three sec¬ 
onds a day. Beyond this point it 
has so far been impossible to go; 
yet, doubtlessly, future ages will see 
a perfect time-koeper. 

Neither has a boat ever been built 
which, with the aid only of wind 
power, will Sail into the teeth of the 
wind. With the help of sails alone, 
a very deep-keeled craft has been 
worked to within four point.*) of the 
wind; and it is believed that by mak¬ 
ing wind power drive a shaft con¬ 
nected with a screw, a ve.s.sol may Imj 
built which will^ progress into the 
very eye of the wind. So far, how¬ 
ever, tho.so who are at work upon 
this problem have failed to .secure 
enough power to move such a vessel 
on the desired course. 

The attempt has often been made 
to produce a book which should bo 
typographically perfect—that is. con¬ 
tain no eiTor of printing.

For during the file year.s 
from 1892 to 1896 there annually 
occurred 175,628 prosecutions for 
drunkenness. During the next two 
years they rose to 20:j,357 per an¬ 
num. 'J'hen in 1899 they sprung up 
to 214,298.
